head-on collision occurred here at 6:40 
last evening. One passenger was kill- 
ed outright and half a dozen others 
are seriously injured. 


Passenger train No 6 pulled in on 


the main line and, as the second sec- 
tion of No. 217, going west, was about 
due, the fireman was sent ahead to flag 
the freight. The signal was seen and 
replied by_ the freighter's whistle, but 
the momentum of the westbound train 
was so great that it could not be stop- 
ped. 
- There is evidence that 
the 


brakes failed to work properly. 


When the trains 
came 
together 


there was a terrific crash. 
Engines 


3007 and. 1742, pulling the passengei, 
were badly injured. 
The baggage car 


was dashed back and it telescoped the 
forward coach. 
One passenger was 


killed instantly and half a dozen others 
received serious injuries. 


Conductor J. Dorsey of No. 6 im- 


mediately wired for wreckers and sur- 
gical aid. 


Engineer Fosha and the fireman o' 


the freight train escaped injuries by 
jumping, but the engineer on the head 
locomotive of the passenger train had 
a leg broken and was badly scalded 
and otherwise injured. 


A special was quickly made up and 


doctors from Carlin, Wlnnemucca and 
Batle Mountain were dispatched to the 
scene. Meanwhile wrecking trains were 
ordered out from Carlin and Wads- 
worth.

In July 1902 there 


were 16,156 banking institutions in the 
United States, with deposats amounting 
to $9,707,281,904 
Of this amount the 


national banks on September 30 of the 
same year reported $3,209,273,894 in in- 
dividual deposits. It is estimated that 
the brink deposits of this country now 
exceed ten billion dollars, or more than 
$125 per capita.

States us less than $15 per capita and 
as the gold standard presumes 
that 


people have a right to demand gold 
payments, makes it very plain from 
the foregoing- statistics, that the so- 
called gold standard is a fraud, a de- 
lusion and a snare.
